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Wiggins celebrate anniversary 


Ike Wiggins, Wagon 
Mound, N.M., who always 
sealed his cattle deals with 
nothing more elaborate 
than a handshake and who 
made and lost several small 
fortunes in the process, 
celebrated 60 years of 
marriage recently to his 
wife, Maggie.

He is 
also a member of the Land 
Bank Assn, in Springer and 
the Masonic Lodge in 
Wagon Mound. 

Acccording to Springer 
rancher Don FloereliBini, 
owner of the JariLas Ranch, 
Wiggins "has bought and 
sold more cattle than 
anyone in the area over the 
years. 11 Floershelm, who 
deals regularly with Wig¬ 
gins, ashis father, Ben, did 
before him, said, “words 
cannot describe this fine 
man whose honesty and 
integrity have always been 
unquestioned. All of our 
dealings with him have 
been on the basis of a 
handshake. He is truly a 
gentleman."

Some parts of tho 
proposed irrigation acreage 
limitation in the 17 states

Grant, who chfiired an 
AFBF meeting in Denver on 
the proposal to limit 
irrigated acreage to 160 
acres per fanner said there 
is no wording in the original 


1902 law governing resi¬ 
dency or leasing require¬ 
ments. He said the law also 
does not limit ownership to 
lineal descendents (father 
to son to grandson). Grant 
said the new proposals, 
especially the lineal descent 
rule, will cause many 
problems. 

‘‘Things have changed In 
75years/'Grantsaid. Since 
1902, technology has 
evolved, there have been 
chauges in pricing structure 
and exports. All these 
factors have a definite 
bearing on the proposed 
limitation. 

He told a Denver news 


conference the AFBF will 
work through legislative 
and judicial channels to 
“totally eliminate restric¬ 
tions on the amount of land 
irrigated with federal 
water." He said a bill 
Introduced into the U.S. 


House of Representatives 
Oct. 18, if passed, will allow 
time for financial and 
economic studies to determ¬ 
ine the impact the proposed 
limitation would hove on 
agriculture.

were scored by Albert 
Cohen of Winkleman Stores 
in Detroit, who clued the 
wool producers in on what 
manufacturers and retailers 
are looking for in wool. 

"Our stores move a 
substantial amount of wool. 
We Bold 45,000 wool coats 
last year. Wool denotes 
quality and the consumer 
wants wool products, but 
we're going to have to keep 
the prices in her ballpark — 
she’s very responsive to 
value.

The Oct. 26 hearing is one 
in a series being held to 
investigate possible anti¬ 
competitive marketing 
practices in the beef 
industry. 

Representative Berkley 
Bedell (D-Iowe) charged in 
prepared remarks: "There 
remains the need to assure 
all participants involved in 
tho commercial buying and 
selling of meat that they are 
basing what Is really their 
economic well-being on an 
information system that is 
above reproach." 

Last May, Bedell intro¬ 
duced legislation aimed at 
assuring that information 
reported on commercial 
transfers of meat or meat 
products is as accurate as 
possible. Ho said he 
remains concemod about 
tho accuracy of Balos 
information reports in the 
Industry. 

Bedell voiced particular 
concern that some 70% of 
nil the large wholesale 
carlot trade in the U.S. is 
reportedly sold on contract 
based upon prices reported 
by a reporting service 
"which uses only a small 
sampling of daily wholesale 
meat transactions in making 
its reports." 

NFO's Sellhorst recom¬ 
mended the system be 
overhauled to assure prices 
quoted reflect what is 
actually received for carcass 
beef and/or live cattle. He 
suggested all transactions 
of 20.000 lb. or more be 
recorded, and ell transac¬ 
tions be bonafide sales and 
no packer in-house trading 
be considered. Sellhorst 
said the Department of 
Agriculture should take 
responsibility for operation 
of assembling information 
and issuing carcass and/or 
live cattle prices daily. 

USDA’s John Pierce of 
the Department's livestock 
division said the major 
problem in meat reporting 
is limited volume of open 
market sales available. In 
prepared remarks, he said 
current USDA meat reports 
usually include a price 
range, but no listings of 
quotations when no sales 
have been uncovered. 
Pierce said this, and no 
daily USDA report to 
provide a printed record, 
tends to limit the use of 
USDA reports as a formula 
pricing basis. 

According to Pierce, 
USDA reporters contact 
sources largely by tele¬ 
phone Lo obtain moat 
market information, but 
also make regular observa¬ 
tion visits to contacts. Ho 
said, when possible, prices 
and volume are verified by 
cross-checking with either 
buyer or seller when sales 
information is obtainod.

The Farm Line survey 
showed extreme caution 
toward future purchasing. 
Ninety-six per cent of the 
respondents said they 
would only purchase those 
items necessary and will 
defer major purchases until 
some later date when 
income improves compared 
to the 4% who indicuted 
they intend lo make capital 
purchases as planned.

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Livestock can help stop deer decline 


Proper management of 
livestock grazing is one of 
the most promising meth¬ 
ods of improving deer food 
supplies and halting the 
population decline in. west¬ 
ern door herds, says a 
University of California 
agricultural researcher. 

'‘Deer mainly eat browse 
—■ the tender tips of shrubs 
and other woody plants — 
and livestock mainly eat 
grass. Roth types of unimals 


are needed to make efficient 
use of all classes of forage,'* 
says William M. Longhurst, 
UC wildlife and range 
scientist. 


Basing his comments on 
19 years of research at the 
University's Hopland Field 
Station, Longhurst notes 
that livestock, particularly 
sheep, also keep rangelands 
in shape for deer.

Exporters may soon be 
guaranteed payments 


Livestock exporters will 
soon have help from the 
USDA in guaranteeing 
payment on s hipmonts. The 
protection will come 
through deferred payment 
terms against payment 
defaults iiuu to events other 
thun ordinury commercial 
risk, -such as insurrections 
nr expropriations. Tho 
Commodity Credit Corp. 
will hnntltn the paperwork 
for this program. ■ 

Most exporters require 
an irrevocable lotter of 
credit from the importer's 
bank, rather than leaving 
things to chance on 
roceiviog payment. The 
new program would allow 
an exporter to puy a fee and 
receive an assurance agree¬ 
ment from the CCC. Under 
tho agreement, if the 
foreign bank issuing the 
letter of credit defaults on 
any payment, the CCC 


would remit the amount of 
the default to the exporter. 
However the default must 
be the result of: war, 
hostilities, rebellion, civil 
war, insurrection or civil 
commotion; an expropria¬ 
tion confiscation or like 
action hy a government; 
imposition by governmental 
authority of any order, 
decree or regulation having 
the forco of law; or failure of 
the central exchange au¬ 
thority to transfer local 
currency into dollars. 

An exporter could assign 
his rights under the 
assurance agreement to any 
U.S. bank or other financial 
institution. The regulations 
are still in the proposal 
stnge by the USDA, and 
comments may be sent to 
the Assistant Sales Mana¬ 
ger. USDA, 14th St. and 
Independence Ave., SW, 
Washington, D.C. 20250.

The Forest Service, U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, 
and the Energy Research 
and Development Adminis¬ 
tration (ERDA) will cooper¬ 
ate in building three solar 
demonstration projects. 

As part of the National 
Program for Solar Healing 
and Cooling of Buildings, 
ERDA will contribute 
$127,600, or 80% of the 
costs, to install solar energy 
systems in three buildings 
planned for Forest Service 
use.

Traders learn 
timing lesson 

CATTLE TRADERS GOT A good lesson In timing last 
week when the market moved up following a third quarter 
cattle-on-feod report wliich had generally been construed 
as bearish. The 14% increase in placements and the 5% 
gain in the feed numbers had, for the most part, been 
discounted prior to the report's publication. The numbers 
had been construed as bearish because industry analysts, 
on on average, were anticipating placement increases of 
only 12% and a hike in the total numbers of only 4.5%. 

Net placements in the third quarter of the year were up 
770,000 head from the third quarter placements In 1076. 
USDA’s July 1 inventory report indicated feeder cattle out¬ 
side of feedtots were 500,000 head over 1976. Placements in 
the third quarter of 1977 alone used up the increased supply 
and then some. One analyst for a cattle business advisory 
service said feedlot operators reading the report objectively 
will probably keep current in their marketings.

An industry representa¬ 
tive said the heaviest weight 
risers on feed, 21% below 
last year’s figure, waH 
constructive. However, 

those animals would most 
likely have been slaugh¬ 
tered by now. One analyst 
said it would not be a 
surprise to see additional 
steers in the 700-899 lb. 
category placed on feed in 
i ihe near future due to cheap 
pain. The 89% increase in 
steers 600 lb. and less, 
while big, was an increase 
wer last year’s relatively 
small number and only a 9% 
increase over 1976 figures. 
One analyst said that with 
pain prices cheap, pro¬ 
ducers would be more 
interested in the lightest of 


feeders. 

The disappearance fig¬ 
ures for the next few reports 
should be watched closely, 
as some cattle currently on 
feed could go off into other 
feeding programs before 
slaughter, one source said.

According to the 
charges, Whaley obtained 
horses from owners in 
Sacramento County on six 
different occasions without 
a dealers license. 

On another charge, Wha¬ 
ley allegedly paid the 
department $160 for a cash 
buyers license with a check 
that was returned for 
"insufficient funds." 

Whaley has not been 
located. 

The Produce Dealers Act, 
which is enforced by the 
Bureau of Market Enforce¬ 
ment, requires anyone 
purchasing, handling, or 
soliciting California farm 
products for resale to be 
licensed. A person not 
licensed violates Section 
66632 of the Food and 
Agricultural Code, a misde¬ 
meanor.
